(2)  (o)  The  Dean  of  Students,  which  expression  shall  have  reference  to 
the  Dean  of  Students  ( Men ) and  the  Dean  of  Students  { Women ),  shall  be 
appointed  from  amongst  persons  who  are,  or  who  have  been,  teachers  of  the 
University,  not  below  the  rank  of  a Professor,  by  the  Executive  Council  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.

(e)  The  Dean  of  Students  ( Women  ) shall  perform  the  duties  specified  in  sub- 
clause  (d)  of  clause  (2)  in  ^relation  to  women  students.  '
